(c ) The imports into India from the Republics of 

the erstwhile Czechoslovakia , Romania and 
Poland shall first be carried out and pay 
ments for such imports credited in the 
ESCROW account. Exports from India shall 
take place thereafter cu the extent funds 

are available in the ESCROW account. 
(d ) The operation of the ESCROW accounts 

shall be subject to such other terms and 
conditions as the Reserve Bank of India 
may stipulate . 


100 per cent EOUS and units in EPZs/FTZs can 
also undertake counter trade arrangements in accor 
dance with the provisions of this Public Notice in 
respect of the items approved for manufacture by 
them , notwithstanding the provisions of KBI Circu 
lar A .
